Science To Rescue Agriculture 


Recent developments in the realm of agriculture indicate that science | 
fs hastening to the aid of the farmer in Western Canada and that the time 
is not far distant when only those farmers who make un earnest study of 
their problems and apply to those problems the discoveries which ure being 
tnade by technical experts can hope to forge ahead and secure for them- 
selves and their families the comforts which fall to the successful business- 
man, : 

There are several major problems confronting the man upon the land 
in the West at the present time. Among these are the questions of reducing 
the cost of the production of cash crops, and the necessity of not only | 
fighting, but of forestalling reduction in yields through the agency of weeds, | 
insect pests and diseases. i 

High costs of production and reduced yields through weeds, insects and | 
diseases form a combination which can only be beaten by the alert farmer, | 
Only the farmer who calls to his aid the forces of science can hope to over: | 
come this profit-robbing alliance. 

Consider, for instance, the cost of producing a bushel of wheat. While | 
accutate figures ure difficult to secure it is definitely known that some, 
farmers are able to place a bushel of wheat in their granary or in the 
elevator at a mere fraction of the figure which it has cost some of their 
neighbors to raise and harvest a similar bushel of wheat. It is a safe 
prediction that the cheap-production farmer has carefully studied the 
economic effects of the use of good seed, scientifically sound cultivation 
methods and the cheapest and best modes of garnering his crop, Not only 
has he done this, but he has kept some record of the cost of his various 
operations, thus enabling him to find out the weak spots and remedy them. 

In this field of agricultural effort a great deal of pioneering work has 
Veen done py the farm implement companies, individual farmers of an 
inventive turn of mind, and leaders of agricultural engineering. It only 
remains for the average farmer to avail himself of the’ scientific work 
already done in this direction and apply and perhaps modify it to his own 
conditions and circuumstances, Many are already doing so to their profit. 

Then there is the problem of reducing the loss to profits through the 
prevalence of weeds which are annually taking a huge tof from farmers, 
Here, again, a good deal of research work has been carried on by experts 
in the employ of the Colleges of Agriculture, the Provincial Governments, 
and the Federal Department of Agriculture. It has been demonstrated | 
beyond all doubt that methods can be adopted which will keep these pests 
within control in some case, and in others that they can he entirely 
eradicated, 

As an illustration of what is being done, investigations conducted by the 
Saskatchewan Department of Agriculture last year, as to the possibilities 
_ of eradicating some of the most serious weeds by the use of chemicals might 
be cited. It is true that the tests showed that the cost of chemicals as a 
weed destruction agency on a large scale, may be uneconomical but the 
velue of such chemicals in eradicating small patches and preventing them 
from inundating the farm was clearly proved, A combination of chemicals, 
suitable cultivation methods, the use of clean and pure seed, will go a long 
way towards reducing the losses occasioned by weeds in this province. 

Similar research work has been, and is being, carried on in the fight 
against diseases attacking wheat and other cereal grain crops. It is only

contains those milling and baking attributes which makes Canadian hard) 
red spring wheat so desirable in the export market. Recent reports indicate 
that success in this field of endeavor is crowning the efforts of technical 
workers, and it is probably only a matter of two or three years before the 
furmers will be able to seed their fields with a rust-resistant wheat of good 
milling and baking quality. 

The foregoing are only one or two illustrations of the manner in which 
science is being enlisted to aid the farmer and to be successful in this day 
and generation, it is essential that the agriculturist inform himself of what | 
is being done on his behalf and apply the results of the work of those

REVISION OF 
GRAIN ACT IS 
RECOMMENDED 


Ottawa. Complete 
consolidation of the Canada 
Act at the next session of Parlia- 
ment is recommended in an unani- 
mous report tabled in the House of 
Commons by the Parliamentary 
Committee of Agriculture, 

The chief recommendations con- 
tained in the report are the follow- 
ing: 

Amendments to the Canada Grain 
Act to prohibit mixing in the four 
statutory grades of red spring wheat, 
namely: No. 1 hard, No. 1 Northern, 
No. 2 and No, 3. 

This amendment would not become 
effective until August 1, 1930. |

RESULTS IN 1928 

On this station an attempt was made 
p compare the relative efficiency of 
she straight combine, the swather 
and the header-barge. The last is 
a species of dump cart which 
veceived the headed grain from the 
veader, The grain is dumped on 
the ficld in the form of small stacks 
aaving an approximate length of 
-4 feet, six feet in width and 6 feet 
high. The grain was left in the 
stack until dry. The combine with 
the knife and reel removed, was used 
to thresh the stacks. The header- 
barge and swather were operated at 
intervals beginning with the normal 
date of binder-harvesting and con- 
tinuing until the grain was dry 
enough for straight combine harvest- 
ing. Moisture determinations were 
made of all grain harvested by the 
swather and header-barge at three- 


| day intervals extending from the day 


of culting until that of threshing. 

In the case of the first cutting by 
the header the following shows the 
rate of decrease of the moisture 
content: 

On Aug. 29 the moisture content 
was 35.3 per cent. On September 
1 the moisture content was 19.14 per 
cent, On September 4 the moisture 
content was 17.38 per cent. On Sep- 
tember 7 the moisture content was 
15.23 per cent.

The moisture content on the day of 
cutting was 48,34 per cent, Three 
weeks later the stacks were threshed 
and the moisture content of the grain 
was 14.41 per cent, 

The most outstanding feature of 
the forgoing result is that the swathed 
grain, and particularly that which was 
swathed at the normal time of binder 
harvesting, did not dry out any ear- 
lier than did either the standing grain 
or grain in the stook. It does not 
appear from the foregoing figures 


that the use of the swather in this 
case advanced the date of threshing 


with the combine to any marked 
extent, 
UNEVEN GERMINATION 

Owing to the peculiarities of the 
spring scason, there was a great 
amount of uneven germination in all 
grain crops, This resulted in an 
excessive degree of uneven ripening. 
It was hoped that the use of the 
swather would overcome this disability 
The green portions of the crops 
swathed did not dry out any earlier 
than those in the standing grain. 

Neither standing grain nor swathed 
grain suffered any marked damage 
during the waiting period as the 
weather was unusually fine and dry. 
The growth of straw was considerably 
heavier than that of a normal year, 
hence the amount of green weeds was 
so small as to constitute no serious 
impediment to straight combining, 

In general it may be said that the 
season was not such as to allow for 
a severe test of the merits of the 
swather except in regard to the mat- 
ter of speeding up the operation of 
4 the combine by reason of an earlier 
start. Owing to the necessity of 
leaving the grain in the swath for

The twelve-foot header maintained 
an average specd of 1.5 miles per hour 
when due allowance was made for the 
time required to dump -the barge. 
One man and six horses were used 
on the header and two men and two 
horses on the barge. The header 
harvested 2,18 acres per hour at an 
average cost for man and horse labor 
of 71 cents per acre, 

As four horses were able to draw 
the combine from one stack to the 
next, the cost of threshing the stacks 
is somewhat less than the cost of 
either threshing swaths or straight 
combining. In a fifteen-bushel crop 
there was one stack per acre. The 
average time elapsing between the 
commencement of threshing on one 
stack and the commencement of the 
next was less than 8 minutes. There- 
fore two men were able to thresh the 
stacks on 7% acres in one hour. In 
a 30-bushel crop only half that area 
could be threshed in one hour. Evid- 
ently the removal of the knife and reel
